New York, Ju ly 23.—Sarah Van Al­ 
len Mu rray and W. John Mu rray , who 
are in themselv es “the Chu rch of the 
Healing Christ,” are going to lose their 
little Dav id , the reincarnation of Da­ 
v id , king of the Jews. 
Vice Chancel­ 
lor Howell of the New Jersey cou rt of 
chancery at Trenton, so d ecreed when 
he ord ered the joint prophets of the 
new d ispensation to restore the rein­ 
carnation of the great psalmist to the 
St. Mary ’s orphanage of East Prov i- 1 
d ence, R. I. 
Mrs. Mu rray and W. John Mu rray , 
her hu sband , say that this d ecision of 
the cou rt in the su it in the name of 
Miss Amy W. Mason of the asy lu m 
boaid , is bu t another stroke of the 
maliciou s animal magnetism that has 
been shifted their way by Mary Baker 
Ed d y , Mrs. Au gu sta W. Stetson and 
sev eral other head s of the Christian 
Science chu rch ev er since they , the 
Mu rray s, withd rew from that sect sev ­ 
eral y ears ago. The d u al head of “the 
Chu rch of the Healing Christ” also 
say s collectiv ely that the reason why 
Sarah and W. John Mu rray withd rew 
from the Christian Science chu rch and 
ad opted all the child ren they cou ld 
well care for was Mrs. Ed d y ’s secret 
preaching against the sacrament of 
marriage and the solemn d u ty of child 
hearing. 
The taking away of little Dav id is 
persecu tion, say the Mu rray s, 
They 
can trace the v engefu l hand of the 
head of the Christian Science chu rch 
throu gh the cou rt of chancery . They 
Intend to throw sheltering wings ov er 
the other nine of their ad opted brood 
which find asy lu m in their home at 93 
Farrington place. East Orange, lest 
more bolts of maliciou s animal mag­ 
netism shou ld u nhappily strike a d e­ 
fenseless orphan’s head . 
Sev en or eight months ago the Mu r­ 
ray s ad opted the boy Kenneth Wil­ 
liams ou t of the Prov id ence orphanage 
and took him to liv e with them in the 
East Orange nu rsery . 
W. John Mu r­ 
ray asserted positiv ely that the ad op­ 
tion of little Kenneth had been d one 
at the behest of Miss Mason. Not only 
had Kenneth been taken into the shel­ 
ter of the hou sehold and “the chu rch 
of the healing Christ,” bu t three other 
orphans whom Miss Mason had rec­ 
ommend ed as worthy had prev iou sly 
been receiv ed into the Mu rray home. 
When Kenneth came to the ex pan­ 
siv e hearth of the Mu rray s Mrs. Mu r­ 
ray felt that he had been sent to her 
by God as a d iv ine possession, and she 
believ ed that ou t of the brown, seriou s 
ey es of the orphan the sou l of Jesse's 
tu nefu l scion peered . At least she re­ 
named him Dav id and she d id not hes­ 
itate to say that East Orange hou sed 
a mighty man of God red iv iv u s. 
“Miss Mason was a v isitor at ou r 
hou se sev eral times after Dav id came.” 
said W. John Mu rray , as he tilted back 
and forth in the swiv el chair of the 
pontificate. “She seemed to place the 
u tmost confid ence in u s u ntil she 
learned that we were not members of 
the Christian Science chu rch, as she 
had su pposed . 
At that minu te she 
cooled toward u s and soon thereafter 
she institu ted su it for the recov ery of 
little Dav id .” 
W. John Mu rray said that she had 
cited ev ery grou nd in the petition for 
a writ of habeas corpu s which she had 
mad e on the New Jersey cou rt; that 
the Mu rray s were improper and irre­ 
ligiou s persons; that they were grossly 
- immoral, and that they were not finan­ 
cially competent to giv e the proper 
1 care to their ad opted son.

“She pu t u s d own as grossly immor­ 
al becau se we d id not ad here to Mrs. 
Ed d y ’s secret teachings against mar­ 
riage and connu bial relations,” Mr.

During h is stay h ere. lie h as 
installed a day current, a new engine, 
so th at th ere i< 110 need for closing 
down th e p lant to make rep airs and 
h as been op erating th e p lant in a 
business-like manner.

June 7, 19 10. in favor of th e ap ­ 
p ointment of A. T. Mah in for sup ­ 
erintendent of th e water and ligh t 
p lant for one y ear, running from July

of treach ery toward p ublic sentiment 
in said city at th e date of th e elec­ 
tion as well as at th e p resent time, 
and does not sp eak th e sentiments of 
th e voters wh o elected h im to h is 
p osition 011 th e eitv council of said 
oity .”

Bu t his min d was o f n o 
small caliber. He co u ld ho ld his own 
n o t o n ly at his o wn game o f 
interna­ 
tio n al chess, bu t in the cultured dis­ 
cussion o f p o lite to p ics. Orme knew 
o f him as a clev er after-din n er speak­ 
er, a man who co u ld, when he so de­ 
sired, p lease greatly by his personal 
charm. 
No, Alcatrante was no friend of 


Poritoi’sl nor was it likely that, as 
protector of the interests of his coun­ 
try men, he would go so far as to ac­ 
company them on their errands un­ 
less much was at stake.

Poritol was Alcatrante’s tool and had 
bungled some important commission.

AN INVESTIGATION 


Ha s Been Beg un Into Alleg ed Vio la tio n 
o f Full Tra in Crew La w. 
Indianapolis. July 23.—The railroad 
commission of Indiana took up the 
Grand Trunk situation when it insti­ 
tuted an inq uiry into allegations that 
the company had collected a lot of in­ 
experienced men at South Bend with 
whom to man its freight trains, which 
are nowr tied up there because of a 
strike among the Grand Trunk em ­ 
ploy es. 
The road operates in Indiana 
from near Granger, in St. Joseph coun­ 
ty , to bey ond May nard, in Lake county . 
The complaint on which the commis­ 
sion acted was filed by Charles L. 
Goetz, m ay or of South Bend, who rep­ 
resented that the road had taken to 
that city a large num ber of men from 
Chicago who were not experienced 
railroad men. 
An act of the general assembly of 
19 09 , known as the full crew law, re ­ 
q uires that all flagmen req uired by the 
provisions of the law, shall have had 
at least one y ear’s experience in train 
service. 
It was under this section of 
the act that the commission acted. 
It 
was understood at the office of the 
commission that the Grand Trunk com­ 
pany was not moving any freight with 
the men procured in Chicago, but was 
preparing to use them. 
A telegram 
was sent to F. W. Egan of Detroit, su­ 
perintendent of the road, calling his 
attention to the provisions of the full 
crew law-, and to the fact “that the 
commission had been informed that 
the road was preparing to violate this 
law as w’ell as to employ other train­ 
men not q ualified for the work.”

tened secretly to the city hall, w'here 
they were subjected to a severe grilling. 
Coroner Hoffman refuses to give the 
nam e of his informant, but say s he is 
a man of such proipinence th at his in­ 
formation carries great weight. 
The 
letter to the coroner said Rawn had 
been slain by a negro from motives of 
revenge. 
One of the negroes under arrest is 
Ernest Hoffman, aged twenty -four, who 
worked for the Rawns in the stable 
from May , 19 06 , to December, 19 09 . 
and was discharged. 
The negro is 
said to have been heard to declare he 
would kill Rawn. 
There are many facts in the m y steri­ 
ous case to support this theory . 
W it­ 
nesses have been found who sawr two 
negroes lurking in the vicinity of the 
Rawn home and neighbors heard tw'o 
men discussing some crime in the 
Rawn shrubbery on the night of the 
tragedy . 
The negroes came out from 
Chicago on the last suburban train. 
Residents of W innetka who saw them 
were so impressed by their evil ap­ 
pearance that they sought to inform 
the authorities, hut for some reason 
this was not done. 
Coroner Hoffman attaches much im­ 
portance to the clue he got and the 
arrest of the two negroes. 
On the 
other hand members of 
the Rawn 
household scoff at the idea that he 
was slain for revenge and insist he had 
no enemies.
